I*, fhe most significant developments affecting the war 
planning of the DBA area during the year were the recommendations 
of the President’s Board of Consultants on Foreign Intelligence 
Activities for a review of tie national Security Council Intelli- 
gence Directives and an appraisal of the wartime organization of 
the intelligence ccxumnlty. These reviews are now in progress.
